Our language, 
the Norwegian, is but slightly differ- 
ent from the Swedish or Danish. Ii 
resembles, in fact, as written, so much 
the laiier that it can for all practical 
purpose* be (vdlcd the same. 

Oiircoimtrv i-i very mountainous. 
W(> have high niotintains, some even 
covered wiili perpetual snow. We 
have glaciers, deep v.illey.s, long friths, 
immeroiis lakes, and picturesipic wa- 
terf.ill.s. 

Willi Sweden, wo are united in the 
person of our king, and through iiii 
otTensivc and defensive alliance. 
Sweileii has low mmmiains, extensive 
forest , ami in thesouthern part, fruit- 
ful plains, growing corn. Donm.irk 
is a ilat. corn producing country like 
Oiiio. Indiana and Illinois. Swe- 
den has -IJ millions mbabitants, while 
Denmark has about the same as Nor- 
way, hut on ii considerably less iireii. 

Norway, as ti country, does not grow 
much corn. Cattle breeding is more 
resorted to. Manitfaci tires are tis vcl 
not important, but bid fair to lie- 
comc so. as we have excidlent and 
cheap motive power in our waterfalls. 
Our lisheries (especially cod and 
herring) are st^cond in importance in 
ihe Old World, only to those of 
Great Hriiain. The hike ofco.llish, 
at tho L'.foden Islands, is so con- 
sidcrub e, asonly to bo surpassed on 
ihe Ncwfoiindluud bunks. A. large iii- 
C'.ine is til.so derived from our ship- 
ping. We have 8,000 ships, mcusiir- 
ing 14 million of tons. Cunpared 
wiih ihe popnl.'ilion as stated before, 
this will give dose on one ton f'.r 
each inhabitant, wlielher mule, fe- 
msile or child. 

Yon can see the Norwegian flas.' 
in New Y'ork harbor. It is rod, with 
a bl'ie cross relieved with white. The 
Swedish Hag is blue with a yellow 
cro.ss. The Danish flag is red' with 
a white cro.ss. As yoiir readers will 
observe. till three Scandinavian 
(Countries sport the cross, ihoiigh in 
different colors. 

The cipiial of Norway is Chris- 
liania, and bus 120.000 inbabittiuis. 
Other im)ioriant towns arc Hergen. 
40.000 ; Troiidhjem, '<J5.000 ; Dram- 
men and Siiivanger, each '-J0.000 ; 
Hammerfesi, enj..ying the not exaeilv 
enviable iiosition of being the niosi 
lion hern lown on the whole eiinli. 
has 2..")00 souls. 

Norway was divided in miiny small 
tril)es. wfiitdi in the year HTi A. I), 
were united to a kingdom. It had its 
own longs from I but time to i:$83, .s;i\ 
ill 500 years. In the voir mentioned, 
the Norwegi m king iiiberiied Deu- 
m.irk from his grandfather, on the 
inaiernal side. Denmark, being it 
fruiifnl, ihiekly popiiluied country. 
Soon look J he lead. In (he time of 
ihe wars of ihe first Napoleon, the 
countries were forcibly separated by 
England ami Uit.->sia, Norway being 
ill form ceded lo Sweden. The 
Norwegians, Imwever, did not actpii 
tveo in ibis. Tho Ktli of .Mav. 18 4. 
they gave themselves a consiiiniion, 
the same which is in force this day. 
The king of Sweden, Hernadoti.'. 
having agreed to govern according to 
this eoiistiiiilioii, our c. tigress ai 
Storthing chose him on Nov, 4ih, 
1814, lo be our king. 

Norway is, in Eiiro|H\ tlio onlv 
conniry which has no nobility. On'r 
ciinsi iiittion forbids the hereditarv 
imhility. Even in the Swiss republic, 
thei-o is nobility, though withoui 
privileges. Sweden bus several 
thon.siind noblemen, eoimis, barons 
athl chevaliers. Doiiuiurk has not so 
iiiaiiy. 

1 suppose that you will have read 
that ii.o Norwegi.in, j,eif Eriksmi. 
was the lirst who di.-covered America. 
This was in the year 1000, or 600 
years before Columbus. I learn fi-oin 
.\meriean pai)ers, tliHiii isiiit(nded lo 
erect a sta'.uc of liini in Boston. Ma<s. 
He came, sailing from rircenrand, 
which Iwcniy years pre\'iouslv hinI 
been di.-^(>overed from Iceland, pa.ssod 
along the const of Labrador, New- 
f' uiid and lUid Nova Seotia, reaching, 
the bay of Mas.-iiclm.setis, wliero ihe 
most southern soil lenient was erect- 
ed. The few settlers did not, liow- 
e.er, keep up the connection with the 
m..i her country, and were 300 years 
.ifterwards exterminaied by ' the 
Indmiis. The know ledge of the new 



Even Greenland, which still shows 
signs of Norwegian clmrchcs, wtis 
forgotten, and only rediscovered at 
the end of ihe Kith century. 

Norway was the first of the S(>an- 
oinuviuii eouiiiries that sent over enii- 
gratits to the Viiited Stales. In iho 
year 18'-Ji, a small vessel left Siavan- 
ger with iiboiit 50 people on board, 
arriving at New York after a long 
and wearisome passage, on the 4th of 
July — the anniversary of the Declara- 
tion of Independence. Since then, 
several tlionsand jiooplc have every 
yciir loft these shores. Tho Norwe- 
gians are themost numerous in Aiiieri- 
cu of the Scandinaviiin nations. They 
.SCI tie jnincipally in Minnesota. Da- 
kola.' Wi.sconsin. Iowa and Illinois. 
'I'he Swedes huvo only in the laier 
years taken to emigrate, and depart 
now in even larger iiiimliers than the 
Norwegians. Of Danish emigrants, 
I here are relatively few in Amerie.i. 

The total number of deaf-mutes in 
this countrv of all sexes iind ages is 
about 2.000. Of these ;J00 reoeivo 
iiistrnction in f..iir schools — viz., in 
Trondbjem (tinger-iilphiiljei) in Chris- 
tianiu, Clinsiiai.siind and Herg-n, ilic 
latter tlireo by ifio oral sysiein 
like ihe Clarke Inst iiiit ion in North- 
ampton, JLiss., the sob. '<d in 'i'rond- 
hjem, was ertcted m 18,')2, in (Jhris- 
tiaiiiit. 1848. Bergen and Christiansiind 
ill I8o0. Our Congress deciilcd in 
1880. to found two new schools, both 
on the oral system. We are in h..pes, 
I hilt Congress will this yejir pass a 
hiw enacting iluit. every doiif-mute 
be compelled to atieiid school on 
reaching ihe age of 7 to !» years. 'I'ho 
term of insiriiciion is proposed to ciii- 
brace 8 yours. This hiw will, if pas.s- 
ed, prove a boon iind a blessing. Wo 
do not pos.-^oss iiny higher educational 
college; po.ssibly, when iho hoped-for 
new l;i>v luis been in force some yours, 
sumelhiiig imiy be done. 

The Insiiimion al Christiiinia, the 
Director of which is tho well known 
and much estoemed .Mr. Frederik 
Halcheii, scut, in 1871, two pupils to 
bo exiimined for the degiXKJof Bache- 
lor of Arts, at the University of 
Clirisiianiii. Tho deaf-nmies " an- 
swered hy mouth to all the (piestions. 
The Pi'ofo.s.sors likewise imide their 
(piestions by wo d of month. Oc- 
Ciisionally, when not understoi.d, 
they wrote down their tpi siioiis. The 
appliciiiiis had the yciirs preceding 
Ihe exuminaiion studied under tutors 
who had not previously insirncied 
De.if- Mutes. They boih received a 
lirsi; class degree. One of them was 
born deaf ; ihe other had conipletelv 
lost his hearing, at tho tigo of o years. 
The former Wiis, to our yrief, liiken 
away hy dciith lu-^t year. Ho was a 
membi-rof a (inn of book-sellers. 'J'hc 
lailer is clerk in ihe IVrmiment Au- 
dit Dep.irlmeni of Farliiiment, and is 
iho wriier of the proseni lines. 

i Wo have in this city llirec deaf- 
jmiite liulios, who have received a 
higher education and nnderstauil for- 
eign languages. One of them is em- 
ployed in tho office of ihe Royal 
Navy. Our (TCographicid Survey fur- 
nishes eni[)loymont for four (leaf- 
mules, in iho capacity of inap-cn- 
gravers. On the whole, however, 
• iiir progress is us yet not of impor- 
tance us it is only a short lime tijj;o 
ihiit a coinmenceineni, Wiis made in 
giving the deiif-miiies more than im 
elementary cd.ication. 

SiiK!e 1878, we bavo in Cliristiania, 
a Deaf Mute As-ociution. which 
counis 45 members, besides many 
I hut lire not deaf. The Associiiiion 
hires rooms and has an evening t-cliool. 
Leciiires on popular subjects are de- 
livered. Tho deaf-nunos present 
read the words from the nioiiili of 
tho speaker, who to assist the com- 
prehension, uses signs (not alphabei) 
and wriies the more difficult iiiimcs 
with cliiilk on a school board, 'i'he 
.-\ssociation owns alroiidy a capiiiil 
close on 1^5,000. 

Last Christmas, wo Imd tit the 
rooms u most successful social gather- 
ing with chrisim.is-irccs. piizo.s and 
giimcs. There were 70 members jire- 
e.it of both sexes. The party was 
Very iiiimiiitcd and closed with a guy 
bali. 'i'heie iire many iimoiig us who 
ilance very well. Some of our nieiii- 
beiK even frequent the ordinary socie- 
,»y bills, where they are said to bo 
U'joked on with fiivor. 



The dis'nnce from .America to Nor- 
way is long. Not wilhsliimling. wo 
have every year iho plea-uro of see- 
ing many of 3'our eoimti-ymen visit 
onr mountains, vjilleys iind hikes. 
The yeiir before lust 1 met in tlm val- 
ley of Gnlbiaiid.-dalcn an American 
family driving in ihree karjols (a kind 
of sulky). Tho stars and siiijies flut- 
tered from a pole aliached to the fore- 
m >st (U'-riiige. They Inul Iktii as far 
as North ciipe. to enjoy ihe niurveloiis 
siKMit^iclo of the midnight sun. In 
ilioso regions, during a v<>iy short 
ummers, the sun never 1. iivesjlie hori- 
zon, as von imiy a.-certiiin from i\ 
ijood geographicul work. The dav is 
thus Oi' 24 h iiirs dnnition. 

Geneiiil Giiint visited oiii e^uniiA 
in 1878, and called on tlie king, who 
was at t hilt lime in Cliristiania. The 
Aniericin Consul did the honors. 
The (ieiieral met here a comrade 
from the wars of 18G1-0. 

Should any of your deaf-mutes find 
the way to onr eoumry, we should 
only bo too ])le!ised to sec them, I 
can assure voti.

The Princip.il of tbe North Caro- 
lina Institution takeB occasion to re. 
ply to ottr ediUjrial in ttie Jo0bnal of 
Murcb lOih. He qnt-st ions oar right 
to crilici.se a public etatctnent wbicli 
lie made, on tl»c score that we are not 
a trnulce of the North Carolina InNti- 
tntioii. We quote his own words : 
" One beanty of onr rt'pnl)lican gov- 
ernment is tliat llie humblest citizen 
may aspire to, and fill the very high- 
est stations in the gift of tbe people. 
One important feature connected with 
onr work ia that the various Slates 
and societies, wlieii they give money 
for any purpose, reserve the right to 
select tho.'ie who shall see that it is 
properly and faithfully applied. This, 
perhaps, is the reason why this Slate 
has never consulted those would-be 
trustees at large in the Boleclion of 
its oflBcers." 

Mr. Gudger forgot to add. Another 
beanty of our republican form of 
governnQentis that freedom of speech, 
of thought and of opinion is gaarnii 
teed to all who are under the j)rotec 
tion of tbe Amcrictn flig, and that 
the right to promulgate an opinion is 
not confined to the residents of North 
Carolina. 

By the letter which called forll 
onr editorial to which he objects, be 
has conclusively proved that Mr. 
Gndgcr would be a trustee of all the 
Institutions, for does he not dictate 
to those ill aalii9rity in all deaf-mute 
schools. It is to be regretted that 
Mr. Gudger did not emulate the ex 
ample of those older in the jirofession, 
and let his work speak for itself. If 
he believes solely in the articulation 
system, the best way to forwird bin 
work wonld be to act and not talk 
al^mt it. No one will be convinced 
that the Institution over which be 
presides a<lheres to the best method 
of teaching, until they can find living 
exampl&i of that teaching, who can 
be shown to be superior to those 
taught by any other system. We 
know the value of speech, and feel de 
vootly ihaiikfal tbataithongli deaf, we 
can speak as well, probably, as the 
average hearing person, and would be 
glad if all the dcjaf could become pos- 
sessed of the ability to orally express 
their thoughts and wants. 

It was not the correctness of his 
opinions which we questioned, nor 
was it the right to entertiiin and 
express them, bat it was tbe 
wisdom of such a proceeding which 
we doubted, and the dicUttorial at 
titade assume^l towards those princi- 
pals of deaf-mute 8<;liool8 who dilTer 
fr<)m him to which we objected, know- 
ing, as he did, that under the circnm- 
stances not one of these principals 
could be expectetl to reply. 

Daring the i>es«ioD of the North- 
ampton Conference, Mr. Gadger ex- 
plainetl how he ha^l been converted 
from a disciple of the sign syslein to 
be an ardent believer in the articula- 
tion system. This was a'* it should 
be. Tlie circum*tinces cilled for an 
expression i>t opinion, and Mr. Gudger 
made known his convictions. He ad- 
mitted that articulation whs not 
taught in the North Carolina School, 
bot said that when be got home he

opinions ot principaiij oi (icai mule 
schools. In such an event, it was our 
Inly, as editor of a Naiioual newspa 
per for the deaf and dumb, to publixb 
our honestly-entertained opinion ujion 
such a letter. In so doing , we meant 
no disrespect for Mr. Gu<lger, but 
only respect for our rights as a citizen 
of the United States, and as one en- 
gaged in promoting the well-being of 
all deaf-mutes, no matter to what 
.State they may belnng. 

The " Sixty-Second Annual Report 
of the New York Institution for the 
Insi ruction of the Deaf and Dumb,' 
has just been issued. 

The reports of Superintendent 
Porter and of Principal Peel, both 
evidence a continuance of the ever 
increasing prosperity which has been 
a prominent characteristic of the In 
<ititntion. 

A high educational standard is 
maintained, which is the resnlt 
of the systematized method of in- 
strnction followed. A good deal of 
attention has been given to articula- 
tion and lip-realing, and so far, goorl 
results have been obtained, thunj?h 
the high degree of success, in many 
instances, may be attributed to the 
dihcrimioalion made in eelecting pupiln 
to be instructed by this metboil. 
With tbe majority, tbe sign system is 
followed, but to thone who demon- 
str.ale any aptitude for receiving in- 
struction in articulation and lip-read 
ing, an opportunity is given to develop 
that power. A concise statement ot 
the annual eximinatijn of each of the 
classes is given. The foremo.st of the 
trraduates, as is usual with this insti- 
tntion, delivered a well written vale' 
dictory at the Closing Diy Exercises, 
and supplemented it with a Class 
Poem which does him great credit, 
and fully demonstrates the possej-sum 
on bis part of a superior knowledge 
of the English Language, as well as 
of the metre and rhythmical cadence 
wliich attaches to poetically construcl- 
ed sentences. 

Dr. Peet gives a clear and intelligent 
reHUine of the Northampton Confer- 
ence, and of the Conference at Milan, 
in which he disagrees with some of 
the resolutions at Noriham|)ton, and 
is almost wholly opposed to those 
passed at Milan. 

The Reports of Rev. Chas. A- 
Stoddard, D.D., and Rev. Thomas 
G.allandet, D.D., tbe Coiiimissioners 
of the Board of DirecloiH to the Milan 
Conference, are also embraced in the 
report, and are in spirit almost 
identic d with the views expressed 
by Dr. Peet. 

The memorial service, held in the 
chapel of the Institution, in remem- 
brance of the President of the Board 
of Directors, who died on the 31st of 
August, 18S9, is given in full. Hon. 
Erastus Brooks' speech on the occa- 
sion i» very fine, and should be read 
by all who have an interest in tbe 
deaf and dumb. 

The Industrial Department has 
proved as valuable, both in a pecuni- 
ary and an educational point of view, as 
in former year-;, and efforts are con- 
stantly being made to improve and 
enlarge the facilities for a complete 
industrial training. Ttie Report was 
printed, as asual, by the pupils em- 
ployed in the printing office of the 
Institution, and has been done in a 
very creditable manner.

I his city, 
and afterwards at. Mr. Cole's salooii. 
I was drunk, and am sorry that I 
stabbed her, and would not have 
thought of harming her had I been 
sober.

The dream of 
life is fimnded on their insulxtaiiiial 
bids. 'I'he greatest p'Cts have been 
blind, and only by an exception to 
the rule of human dcvelopmetit. the 
irreatest niu.<ician was deaf. But the 
d(!af man is more comph^iely cut off 
from communication with men than 
liny other being who has the cap- 
acity of miiiglinj^ *vitli men. He 
lives, but low a little knowledge of 
ihe real chatwrer. the ie;il thmtghts 
and soul of the individuals he meets, 
lie ceaser to irrow when he becomex 
impervious to^oiind. A kind of con 
gelation sets in, whieli finally leaves 
him with the linman n.iMire in him 
driven far to the center, like the 
drop of |uirc spirits in frozen liipior.
